B. M itchell, former m anager of the Bank of 
London in Mexico City, told the I louse Rules 
Committee today that the sending of two A m eri­ 
can m ilitary expeditions into Mexico and their 
subsequent withdrawal was largely responsible 
for the anti-American feeling in the southern re­ 
public. 
The Committee is considering a resolu­ 
tion authorizing the investigation of the relations 
between the two countries. 
Mr. M itchell when questioned stated that the 
feeling of the Mexicans was almost contempt for 
America.

F ie r y person permitted under the law to have liquor in Ins 
possession shall report the quantity and nature to the <’ommi»slouers 
of Internal Revenue. 
(This applies to chemists, physicians, etc i 
A fter February I. 1920: 
Th** possession of liquor, other than as authorized by the law*, 
--hall bo prima facie evidence that it is being kept tor *ale or other­ 
wise in violation of the law. 
Ii will not he required, however, to report, and it will not bo illegal 
to have in one’s possession, liquor in a private dwelling while the 
same is occupied and used by the possessor as his private dwelling 
and the liquor is used for personal consumption by the owner, Ilia 
family or bis gue ’ . 
The possessor of such liquors, however, bears the burden of 
proof that the liquor was acquired aud ie possessed lawfully. 
Intoxicating liquor is defined as a beverage containing more 
than one half per cent of alcohol. 
\ny house. boat, vehicle or other place where liquor is manu­ 
factured or sold, is declared to be a nuisance. 
No person shall manufacture, sell, barter, give away, transport, 
Import, export, deliver, furnish or receive intoxicating liquors. 
Liquor for nonbeverage purposes, and wine for sacramental use 
may be sold under specified regulations. 
Denatured alcohol, medicinal 
preparations 
(including 
patent 
medicines) unfit for beverage purposes, toilet articles, flavoring ex­ 
tracts and vinegar are exempted. 


Registered physicians are authorized to issue prescriptions under 
strict regulations for the use of liquor in cases where it may be 
considered to be necessary as a medicine. 
Liquor advertisements of all kinds are prohibited. 
Sale, manufacture or distribution of compounds intended for use 
in the unlawful manufacture of liquor is prohibited, together with the 
sale or publication of receipts for home manufacture.
